CORPSES IN THE DEBRIS 
WERE 100 HOT 10 HANDLE 


for Fire Followed the Explosion 
and Many of the Victims Were 
Cremated — No Cause Is 
Assigned for the Ac- 
cident. 


Detroit, Mich., November 26.—Twen- 
ty-six men are dead, five of them uniden- 
tified and so terribly burned and black- 
ened that identification is almost impos- 
sible, and twent-four other men are lying 
in various hospitals of the city suffering 
from terrible cuts and burns and other 
injuries, all results of the explosion of 
one of the boilers in the Penberth In- 
jector Company's large plant at the 
corner of Abbot street and Brooklyn av- 
enue, at 9:30 o'clock today. Following are

In addition to the twent-four injured 
in hospitals, a dozen or more of the em- 
ployees who suffered comparatively slight 
injuries, aside from the shock, were tak- 
en to their homes. , 

Fch Ruins for Dead. 


a “Bighteen men and boys have not as 


yet been located, either at their homes 
or at the hospitals. The five unidenti- 
fied. bodies account for five of these, and 
‘the Officers of the company say they feel 
positive that the major portion of the 
remaining thirteen are by tonight at their 


homes. 

Tonight a great force of men is search- 
ing the ruins by electric light, and the 
work will not be stopped until every 
foot has been exammed. 

The Penberthy Injector Company’s 
plant occupied aif a square at the corner 
of Abbot street and Brooklyn avenue. It 
was composed of two brick . buildings, 
separated by a 16-foot alley. The rear 
building, in which the boiler was located 
and which was completely destroyed, was 
three stories in height, 54 feet in depth 
and 100 feet wide. The boiler room was 
located at the northwest corner of the 
building on the first floor. It was in 
this building that most of the manufac- 
turing was done. The first floor was util- 
ized as the engine and boiler room and a 
room for testing the output of the plant. 
The finishing and brass manufacturing 
department was located on the second 
floor, and the third floor was devoted t 
the foundry. It is impossible to tei ex- 
actly how many men were at work ‘1 
the various departments of this rear 
building when the explosion eccurred, but 
the officers insist that the number was 
not over eighty-five. There were four 
boilers in the plant, two horizontal ones 
which furnished steam for the engines 
and two vertical boilers, which were 
used solely to test injectors. It was the 
horizontal bofler which was in use this 
morning which let go and caused the aw- 
ful loss of life. 


Crash Came Without Warning. 
The awful crash came without the 
slightest warning. Those in the front 
building said it seemed like the concus- 
sion of an immense cannon. The roof 
and floors of the rear building bulged 
Upward and then crashed down with their 
heavy loads of machinery and foundry 
apparatus. Wallis, roof and all dropped 
oe & shapeless mass of debris. Windows 
Mm houses for a block around were brok- 
on by the concussion, and flying bricks 
lied the neighboring yards. A dense 
Cloud of dust arose, and as it settled and

DAVIS SHOT BY 
AN ASSASSIN 


Young Man Waylaid on. His 
Porch and Fatally 
Wounded. 


NO CLUE WAS LEFT 
BY MAN IN HIDING 


Charles B. Davis Was Airbrake In- 
spector of the Western and 
Atlantic and Was Well 
Known and Highly 
Tnought Of. 


Charles B. Davis, air-brake inspector 
for the Western and Atlantic railroad, 
was waylaid on his front porch this morn- 
ing about 12:45 o'clock by an unknown 
person and was shot three times. One of 
the wounds was through the body and 
will probably prove fatal. 

Five times did the assassin shoot 
close range and three of the shots took 
effect. Immediately after doing hig mur- 
derous act the assassin fled and escaped. 

Davis had been out at work and the 
night latch had been left open for him. 
He stepped upon the porch and just as he 
Was in the act of opening the door a man 
stepped from a dark part of the porch 
and opened fire. The first shot caused 
the victim to reel and fall and he was too 
gazed after that to be able to tell what 
sort of a man it was that did the shoot- 
ing. 

People living in the house heard the 
shots and ran out. They found Davis ly- 
ing unconscious in a pool of blood. He 
was taken inside and the police notified. 
The Grady hospital ambulance was dis- 
patched to the house, No. 126 Jones ave- 
nue, and Davis was placed under the 
care of the hospital physicians. They 
pronounced the wounds of the most se- 
rious nature. One of the wounds was in 
the side, the bullet passing almost en- 
tirely through the body, and this wound 
is the one that may cause death. 

Was Late Getting Home. 

Davis has been air-brake inspector for 
the railroad for several-years. Last night 
he went to Decatur to take charge of the 
air apparatus of Robinson’s circus that 
performed ‘in that town. .He was late in 
returning home and did not reach the city 
until after midnight. He walked out Ma- 


at 


‘rietta street and turned into Jones .We- 


rue, 

He was unarmed and not dreaming of 
danger. One portion of the porch at his 
home was in the shadows and the would- 
be murderer kept himself hid. The five 
shots must have been fired at close 
range. 

When first taken into the house Davis 
was unconscious, but later he rallied 
and gave an account of how the shoot- 
ing took place. He said he did not see 
the man until the first shot was fired and 
after that he was too badly hurt to be 
able to say whether the man was white 
or black. 


Call Officer Spradlin hurried to the 


scene of the shooting, but he was unable 


to get dn the track of the assassin or to 
get any clew by which he might tell who 
the man was. 

A Popular Young Man. 

Davis is about 25 years of age. He is 
unmarried and boards with a family at 
No. 126 Jones avenue. He is said to be a 
young man of excellent character and 
very efficient in his work. He assisted 
the circus people as an accommodation 
and to make a few extra dollars. 

The polie believe the assassin was 
either a burglar who was surprised and 
shot in order to escape; or he was some 
person who was actuated by revenge. 

Davis is popular among the railroad 
men, and in the event. of his death every 
possible effort will be made to catch the 
murderer. sp sae 

The shooting created considerable ex- 
citement in the neighborhood, a large 
crowad/ collecting about the house after 
the shooting. 

An effort was made to get bloodhounds 
this morning, but the police could not 
secure the dogs. 


LEADS A STRENUOUS LIFE. 


YYoYung Henley Delights in Disap- 
pearances and Elopements. 
Chicago, November 26.—Into five weeks 
of the seventeen years of his life Henry 
H. Henley, son of Attorney J. E. Henley, 
5087 Grand Boulevard, has, it is said, 
crowded a disappearance from the Uni- 
versity of Indiana, a visit to Indianapo- 
lis, elopement with a young woman of 
that city to Chicago, marriage and a 
second disappearance—this time presfim- 

ably to New York. 

For all these statements the father of 
the young man is authority with the ex- 
planation that his son frequently has in- 
tervals when impulse drives him to em- 
barrassing acts. 

The present disappearance brought to a 
sudden end a honeymoon of seven days 
spent with his bride at the Palmer house. 
The wife, according to her husband's 
father, had returned to her home in In- 
dianapolis, heartsick and in tears. 

Henley had an apparently uncontrolable 
desire to buy things. Among the pur- 
chases delivered at the door of his rooms 
in the university toWn were boilers and 
mechanical app§ances of various kinds. 
Sometimes the bill amounted to as much 
as $500 but his father settled the ac- 
counts. 

Henley gave out the impression that 
he was going to New York, but his father 
thinks he has not left Chicago. The 
elder Henley has not learned positively 
the identity of the girl who his son mar- 
ried, but says she is the daughter of a

HE BELIEVED “WITCHES? 
WERE KILLING PEOPLE 


In Order To 
Forth and Killed Five Persons. 
Hotema a Leader Among 


the Choctaw In- 
dians. . 

Paris, Tex., November 26.—(Spectial.)— 
Soloman Hotema, a full-blood Choctaw, 
was convicted of murder today in the 
federal court. The verdict carries the 
death penalty. 

Hotema lived near Grant, Ind. T. 


He was educated at Roanoke, Va., and 
was an influential citizen. He held a 
number of offices, was a Presbyterian 
minister and was looked upon as a leader. 

He believed, howéver, in witchcraft. 
Three years ago, numbers of his people 
died from meningitis. A witch doctor 
said they had been bewitched and that 
the witches must be killed. Armed with 


winchesters, Hotema and two young 


Choctaws went forth and killed two 
women and one man; one woman was 
killed with a baby in her arms. They at- 


tempted to kill several others. 

Hotema was acquitted in one case and 
a mistrial resulted in another. Several 
physicians testified that he was insane. 
Hotema received the verdict stoicaily, re- 
marking, as he was led to jail: 

“T can say, ‘God’s will be done.’ ”’ 


Reminiscent of New England. 

This trial of Hotema has few parallels 
in the history of the courts of this coun- 
try and the causes leading up. to the 
crime for which the prisoner was tried 
for his life have been unheard of since 
the old Quaker days. 

The case is the first of the kind since 
witch-killers were tried in New England. 

The crime of murder for which the 
prisoner, Soloman Hotema was arraigned, 
is attributable to a belief in witchcraft 
which has possession of the more super- 
stitious full-blood Choctaws as completely 
today as it had a hundred years ago. 
The tragedy was enacted in the vicinity 
of Cold Springs church, 6 miles northwest 


of Grant. 
sudden deaths in the community from 
spinal meningitis. A little son of Soloman 
Hotema was among the number. Hotema 
was the pastor of the church and was 
the head man and leader among his 
people, as well as their spiritual adviser. 
The Choctaws were greatly disturbed by 
the sudden deaths, for which they were 
unable to account. The manner in which 
the disease worked upon the _ victim 
caused them to attribute the malady to 


the evil charms of witches. 

Meetings were held at the church to 
discuss the matter and to devise means 
of staying the plague. Sam Tarnatubby, 
who lived 15 miles east of Grant, had the 
fame among the full-bloods of being a 
great witch doctor. He was sent for. 
His diagnosis of the patients confirmed 
the suspicion that they had been be- 
witched. By the occult methods of the 
witch doctor he located the witches and 
declared that the only way that the 
piague could be stopped and the patients 
relieved was to kill them. Some of the 
supposed witches were relatives of the 
defendants and had-sat up with sick 
members of their families. 


The Slaughter of Witches. 

Tarnatubby having declared that the 
witches must be killed to stop the plague, 
Hotema, as the chief man in the com- 
munity, summoned Tobias Williams and 
Sam Frye, young full-bloods, to his as- 
sistance. They got in Hotema’s buggy 
armed with a winchester and shotgun and 
started on their death-dealing mission. 
They first called at the house of Vina 
Coleman, the sister in law of Hotema, 
and shot her down without compunction 
while she was holding a little child in her 
arms. The babe was wounded, but not 
killed. An older child attempted to run 
away when the shooting began and was 
shot in the back. They next went to the 
home of Hall Greenwood, who came out 
to meet them. They inquired where his 
wife was, informing him that she was a 
witch and that they had come to Kill her. 
Greenwood began to plead for her Hfe. 
Hotema bade him to be still or they 
would kill him, but that if he would keep 
quiet they would not kill him until the 
next day. After he got his wife buried 
they said they would kill him, and for 
him to be sure to be on hand. They then 
killed his wife before his eyes. The last 
victim was Alfred Morris, who was de- 
liberately shot down without any kind of 
warning. From the house of Alfred Mor- 
ris they drove to the house of Eastman 


living with him saw them coming and 
fied. As he ran away several shots were 
fired at him. 

The defendants were arrested and 
lodged in jail at Antlers, and from there 
were carried to Atoka, the holdover jail 
for the Antlers court. While incarcerat- 
ed there Tobias Williams died. Hotema., 
Frye and Tarnatubby were granted a 
change of venué to the Paris Yederal 
court and were transferred to jail here 
pending trial. They made application 
through habeas corpus proceedings to 
Judge D. E. Bryant for bail. Hotema 
and Frye were denied bail, while ‘the’ 
offense of Tarnatubby, the witch doctor, 
was held to be bailable, he having ad- 
vised the killing, but not being present 
when the tragedies were enacted. He 
was admitted to bail in $2,000 as an ac- 
cessory before the fact. 


Another Witch-Killing. 


The wholesale killing of the supposed 
witches by Hotema and his confederates 
is but one of many such killings which 
have occurred among the Choctaws in 
years past. One of the most striking of 
these witch executions took place several 
years ago in Blue county, on the Boggy.

Engagement Either Took Place Last

Colon, November 24.—The morning pas- 

Colon, November 26.—(3:30 p. m.)—The 
morning passenger train from Panama, 
due to arrive here at 11 o'clock, has not 
arrived up to the time of the filing of this 
message. Telegraphic communication be- 
tween here and Panama is interrupted. 
This is conclusive proof that fighting is 
going on in the vicinity of Barbacoa. The 
result is as yet unknown. 

The liberal forces contro] San Pablo sta- 
tion and Barbacoa, where there is a long 
iron bridge over the Chagres river. This 
is a.critica] point, offering the liberals a 
splendid point of attack should the gov- 
ernment forces attempt to cross the 
bridge. It is generally admitted that if 
General Alban succeeds in crossing the 
river at Barbacoa his march toward Colon 
will be an easy task. General Lugo, the 
liberal commander, is at Barbacoa. 

The liberals retreated from Bmperador 
owing to lack of ammunition. They .ad- 
mit having lost sixty men in killed and 
wounded at Emperador, and that among 
the number was Colonel Cyas, but they 
claim that the government loss was over 
150 men in killed and wounded. 

Armored Train Carries Marines.

That Is the Conclusion of As- 
sistant Postmaster Johnson, 


He Predicts a Self-Sustaining Ser- 
vice Brought About by. the 
General Extension of Rural 
Free Delivery—Money 
Order Business. 


Washington, November 26.—A _ self-sus- 
taining service, brought about by the 
yearly increase of the postal -revenues 
resulting from general extension of rnu- 
ral free delivery, is the conclusion 
reached by First Assistant Postmaster 
General W. M. Johnson in his annual re- 
ports. 

Of the gross postal revenues of the 
United tates for the past fiscal vear $74,- 
295,394 came from 866 delivery cities. The 
remaining 38.600 presidential postoffices 
yielded $16,063,252, while the 72,479 fourth- 
class postoffices produced $18,913,519. 

Mr. Johnson says the fact that. the 
postal service tn the largest cities is prac- 
tically perfect is the explanation of why 
the annual percentage of increase in the 
revenues of the free delivery postoffices 
should be three times greater than in the 
smaller cities and five times as large as 
that of the fourth-class offices. As rural 
free delivery reaches out Into the coun- 
try, giving equal facilities without regard 
to locality, he says it increases the reve- 
nues at a rate at least equal to that 
maintained in the free delivery cities, 
where, during the past five years, it has 
avetaged 8-—per cent. 

At the end of the present fiscal year 
3.600 rural routes will be in successful 
operation, 6,000 being in effect by Decem- 
ber 2. The latter figure represents just 
50 per cent of the applications for such 
service filed since its inauguration five 
years ago. The inflexible policy is an- 
nounced of avoiding hereafter mainten- 
ance of unnecessary postoffices and su- 
perfluous star routes contemporaneously 
with rural free delivery routes. On July 
1 last the force of 4,301 rural carriers was 
serving 2,840,644 people at a fracticn over 
7% cents per capita, and on December 2 


~ next 4,000,000 of the rural population will 


be enjoying free delivery. Every estab- 
lishment of a route, the report says, is 
followed promptly by a steady increase in 
the volume of mail, both delivered and 
collected. 

The city free delivery service now em- 
braces 86€ cities and towns, including four 
in the new insular possessions, all these 
employing an army of 16,389 uniformed 
carriers, who collect and carry the mails 
two or more fimes each working day to 
$2,000,000 patrons. The total cost per an- 
num to the department for this service is 
50 cents per capita. 

The average daily sales of money or- 
ders in the United States, fees included, 
are $973,814. The aggregate amount of 
tnoney orders issued was $294,618 €S1, an 
increase of $39,000,000 for the year. 

Among the recommendations are: 

A reduction of money order fees sofas 
to make the maximum 25 instead of 30 
cents. Reclassification of clerks at first 
and second class postoffices; an appro- 
priation of $20,000,000 for postmasters’ sal- 
aries; the appointment of a fourth assist- 
ant superintendent of city delivery service 
to have charge of the southern: field, and 
that at all the larger postofilices at ‘‘su- 
pervisor of carriers'’ be appointed to hava 
exclusive charge of the force of letter 
carriers. 


WORK OF THE LIFE-SAVERS. 


Report of the Superintendent of the 
Service. 

Washington, November 26.—The annual 
report of the general superintendent of 
the life saving service for the year 1901 
shows the loss of life from vessels suffer- 
ing disaster was seventeen, or one in ev- 
ery forty-five caualties. The number of 
casualties to documented vessels was 377. 
There were on board these vessels 2,848 
persons. The estimated value of the ves- 
sels involved in disaster was $5,263,420, and 
of their cargoes $2,090,580. Of this amount 
$6,405,085 was saved, and $948,965 lost. The 
number of vessels totally lost was 43. 

In addition to the foregoing there were, 
during the year, 398 casualties to small 
eraft (undocumented) on board of which 
were 927 persons, of whom ten were lost. 
The crews saved, or assisted to save, 422 
vessels, valued, with their cargoes, at 
$3,139,610, and rendered assistance of mi- 
nor importance to 548 other vessels In dis- 
trees, besides warning from danger 231 
vessels. The cost of the maintenance of 
the service was $1,640,013.74. 

The recommendation made by the gen- 
eral superintendent says that the pay of 
district superintendents be raised to $2,500 
a@ year. 


GOVERNMENT IS HARD HIT 


By Decision Involving Value of the 
Indian Rupee. 

New York, November 26.—The United 
States board of classification today gave 
a decision on the appeal of Lucius Beebe 
& Son, of Boston, importers, against the 
decision of the collector of customs at 
Boston, the décision involving the value 
of the Indian rupee, in cases in which 
merchandise from foreign countries is in- 
voiced in this coin. It was said that un- 
der this decision, if it is sustained, the 
government will have to refund between 
$750,000 and $1,000,000 that have been paid in 
duties on Indian goods. 

The Beebe case involves the construc- 
tion of the clause of the tariff act which 
provides that the director of the mint 
shall quarterly establish the value of for- 
eign coin in United States currency ac- 
cording to the ptlfe metal in them. 

At the time that Beebe & Sons made 
their importation this pure metal value of 
@ rupee had been fixed at 19 19-100 cents. 
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It Was claimed, howevér, by the govern- 


ment, that the tupee aetually porammed 
@n echange value .of 30 11-100. cents 


and.the Boston collector used the larger 
figures in establishing the duties. 

The importers went before the board of 
classification to require the collector to 
liquidate the duttes on the basis of the 
pure metal value of the rupee as estab- 
lished by the director of the mint. The 
board sustained their contention, and it 
was twice affirmed by the United States 
circuit court at Boston, and also by the 
United States circuit court of appeals of 
Boston.

debris out into Brooklyn avenue, where 
it was loaded into wagon and carried off. 

The floors and roof had fallen at an 
angle and formed a sort of huge cover, 
under which the fire burned fiercely. Not 
until the firemen had chopped through 
this did their streams begin to Mave e@# 
appreciable effect on the flames. The 
sufferings of those who were buried be- 
neath were later mutely testified to by 
their charred and blackened bodies. 

Engineer Riley was among the first to 
be taken out of the wreck. His escape 
was. little short of miraculous. Wher the 
boiler let go he was knocked to the floor 
and one of the smaller testing boilers was 
blown over his prostrate form {in such 
a@ way that one end rested ‘on some de- 
bris high above him, thereby forming a 
Shield that kept the falling timbers, 
bricks and machinery from crushing him. 

The escaping steam, however, burned 
him frightfully. After his arfival at 
Grace hospital Riley's first words were: 
“How did it happen? The engine and 
boilers were all right.”’ 

Gradually the rescuers worked their 
way downward through the pile By 
this time there were no cries or groans 
to aid them, for the flames had destroyed 
those unfortunates who were not killed 
by the explosion or the fail. But the 
work of rescue continued with unabated 
haste. When a heavy beam or piece of 
shafting was encountered a team of 
horses was brought in and the piece of 
wreckage hauled to the street. Stretcher-. 
bearers stood beside the rescuers and 
took away the burned and  biackened 
bodies. A vacant house adjoining the 
factory was converted into a temporary 
morgue. Here the bodies were placed in 
coffins and taken to the nearest morgue. 

Corpse Too Hot To Handle. 


In several cases the charred corpsss 
were 830 hot when recovered that they 
could scarcely be handled by the under- 
taker and his assistants. 

The front building of the plant sustain- 
ed comparatively little damage, consid- 
ering the tremendous explosion within 16 
feet of it. All the windows, of course, 
were broken and some of the machinery 
was slightly injured by the jar. As much 
damage was done in this building by the 
automatic fire extinguishers, which were 
set off, as by the explosion. 

There were a dozen girls among the 
employees on the fourth floors of this 
building and there was something of a 
penic among them, but nobody was in- 
jured, 

The property loss, according to Secre- 
tary George W. Childs, is about $180,600. 
The firm carried $70,000 fire and some boil- 
er insurance, but how much of the latter 
Secretary Childs céuld not state. 

Subscriptions for the relief of the suf- 
ferers have been started. 

Nothing is known as yet about the cause 
of the explosion. The boilers had been 
recently inspected and the engineer was 
known as one of the most careful and 
capable men in the city.

ON ROOSEVELT 


Action of Pan-American Con- 
press Regarding Reciprocity 


No Beport Will Be Made by the 
Committee Until the Message 
of the President Is Read. 

The Inter-Oceanic 
Canal. 


Mexico City, November 26.—The com- 
mittee of the pan-American congress are 
rapidly completing their work with the 
exception of the arbitration committee 
and the committee on commerce and reci- 
procity. The latter is withholding action 
until learning the stand which President 
Roosevelt will take on the subject of rec- 
iprocity in his forthcoming message to 
congress. The work of the arbitration 
committee is delayed by the difficulfles 
of the subject and the many conflicting 
interests which k is necessary to concili- 
ate. It held its first meeting today after 
a fortnight’s adjournment. 

The committee on future pan-American 
conferences will, it is unde#@stood, rec- 
ommend the holding of a conference every 
five years. It is generally held that the 
present conference should designate the 
place where the next one is to be held 
and that the same course should be fol- 
lowed by each succeeding congress. 

The committee on the inter-oceanic ca- 
nal will probably confine itself in general 
terms to recommending the excavation of 
such waterway without expressing pref- 
erence to any particular route, 

C. M. Pepper, United States delegate, 
has submitted recommendations to the 
committee on resources and statistics, 
He advocates the making of every effort 
to secure full and reliable statistics cf 
founts of production in the various Amer- 
ican countries by cooperative action. He 
says in part: 

‘“The chief idea should be to secure in- 
formation regarding the undeveloped 
founts of production and resources, 80 
that in the instance of railroad building 
projected, it would be possible to ascer- 
tain just what riches might be opened 
up for commerce and industry. Similarly 
there should be information as to govern- 
ment or public Jands and the agricul- 
or other industries which they 
support. It would further be advisable 
to have the fullest data possible in re- 
gard to water power and the possibilities 
of its utilization either in mining or man- 
ufacturing.’’ 

At this afternoon's session of the ar- 
bitration committee the nineteen mem- 
bers of the committee appointed a subcom- 
mittee consisting of the following mem- 
bers: 

Pardo, of Mexico; Bermejo, of Argen- 
tine; Blest Gana, of Chile; Duarte Pe- 
reira, of Brazil: Alzamora, of Peru; 
Buchanan, of the United States, and La- 
za Arriaga, of Guatemala. The commit- 
teé decided to adjourn until receiving the 
report of the subcommittee.

living, Hhd pneumonia and was_ being 
treated by a white physician. Being a 
full blood, unablé to speak English, Mary 
Folsom, a beautiful half-breed girl living 
in the community, was employed as 
nurse and interpreter to see that the 
medicine was administered according to 
directions. THe patient did not improve 
under the white doctor’s treatment. His 
neighbors and friends becoming dissat- 
isfied, insisted that a@ Choctaw doctor be 
sent for. There was one in the com- 
munity known as ‘‘Blind Isom,’’ famous 
as.a witch doctoft’He was sent for. As 
soon as he examined the patient he de- 
clared that the white doctor didn’t know 
what was the matter with him and was 
treating him wrong; that he had been 
shot with a witch ball, and that the 
girl who was nursing him was the witch 
who had placed him under the evil spell. 
Blind Isom declared that the only way 
Belvin could recover was with his own 
hand to kill the witch. He must take a 
knife and hack her to pieces. After an 
earnest consultation with his friends Bel- 
vin consented to carry out the sugges- 
tion. He was provided with a keen- 
bladed knife, which he concealed under 
the bed cover. While the girl was ad- 
ministering his medicine and was lean- 
ing over the bed, Blind Isom seized and 
pressed her down until the patient who 
had supposedly been bewitched could 
stab her to death, She was literally 
hacked to pieces. No legal punishment 
was ever inflicted for the crime. 


Hotema Is #rominent. 


Soloman Hotema’s witch-killing feat 
was a great shock to his white friends. 
It is a striking instance of the force of 
heredity and an early instilled belief. He 
was one of the most prominent men in 
the Choctaw nation. He is 48 years old, 
is well educated, is an entertaining con- 
versationalist and a good writer. He at- 
tended school in a Presbyterian college 
at Roanoke, Va., three years. Soon after 
his return he was elected county judge 
of Kiamitia county and held the office 
a number of consecutive terms. He also 
held the office of district attorney and 

as a member of the national council 
ight years. In addition to this he was 
a regularly ordained minister of the 
Presbyterian church, and had just re- 
turned from the meeting of the general 
assembly in New Orleans when he 
killed the witches. In early childhood, 
however, he became imbued with the 
belief in witches by hearing -his father, 
Captain John Hotema, speak of them. 
The latter was forty-five years a ruling 
elder in the Presbyterian church, and 
was a captain of light horsemen, but 
was a firm bellever in witchcraft. His 
son, Soloman, being asked why it was 
white persons and half-breeds were not 
troubled with witches, if there were sich 
things, replied that witches can’t shoot 
balls into them because they eat so 
much salt, and the bullets won't pene- 
trate and don’t have any effect. History 
shows, he says; that when the white 
people first came to America they dis- 
covered witches among fhé Indians, and 
that they have been among them - ever 
since. i 

During his imprisonmerit Hotema has 
written a biography and sketches in 
which he makes coplous citations from 
the Bible to prove the existence of 
witches.

~ SEEMS IN VAIN 


Switchmen's Union Tackles Rail: 
roads to No Avail, 


Was Planned To Tie Up the 
Roads Centering in Pitts- 
burg, but Only a Few 
Men Obeyed the 
Order.

Pittsburg, November 26.—Judging by 
apparent conditions, the switchmen’s 
strike inaugurated this Morning has prov- 
en a flat faflure, but a reversal of this 
may result if the strikers can make good 
their claims put forth tonight. 

The strike was ordered by the Switch- 
men’s Union of North America, and the 
claim was made early in the day by the 
union officials that every road in the city 
with the exception of the Pittsburg, Fort 
Wayne and Chicago, and the Pittsburg, 
Cincinnati, Chicago and St. Louis, would 
be ti¢d up dmompletely. The develop- 
ments of the diy, however, demonstrate 
that only one road, the Allegheny Val- 
ley, was seriously affected. On this 
road but one crew was at work, and the 
road is badly crippled. The company 
officials while admitting that freight sraf- 
fic Fas been practically suspended, say 
that within twenty-four hours they will 
have all the men they need and work 
will be resumed as usual. The other 
roads affected were the Baltimore and 
Ohio, twelve men out; Pittsburg Junc- 
tion, a branch of the Baltimore and Ohio, 
fifteen men out; Pittsburg and Lake Erte. 
four men out; the Pennsylvania, fifteen 


men out. 

One hundred and fifty would be a 
high estimate of the number of men who 
struck. None of these roads suffered 
much inconvenience because new men 
were readily secured to take the place of 
the strikers, and some of the mtr, upon 
discovering that the strike order had not 
been generally obeyed, returned to their 
places, 

A meeting of the union was held this 
afternoon and the claim was made that 
the strike was a success as far as it had 
gone, and that within forty-eight hours 
the members of the union, about 700, 
would be out. 

The demand of the switchmen calls for 
the enforcement of the standard scale of 
wages. 

The strikers have not the sympathy of 
the other trainmen’s union. W. G. Leé, 
first vice grand master of the Brotherhood 
of Trainmen, is in the city and says the 
members of his organization will oppose 
the present movement. 

Should the condition of the Allegheny 
Valley, as it now exists, be continued 
longer than two days more the mills and 
factories along the Allegheny river de- 
pendent on it for raw material, will be 
compelled to close down. The city mills 
of the Carnegie Company can stand the 
pressure for this length of time, but if 
extended beyond that, the management 
says operations will have to suspend. 

The strikers tonight gained eight men 
in the Ormsby yard of the Pittsburg, 
Virgina and Charleston road.- This is the 
principal yard of the road on the scouth 
side, and the defection has erippled the 
company considerably. The - officials 
claim to be able to put on new men to- 
morrow The strikers claim to have 
crippled the Baltimore and Ohio tn the 
Glenwood yards. They say only one crew 
out of the twelve regulazly employed 
are at work, and that no:ittempt to move 
freight is being made. The report made 
by the strikers’ commiftee is that at 
Glenwood, twenty engines are idle, and 
that at the Bennett Station yards of the 
Pittsburg and Western, there are fifteen 
idle. The company officials say the ma- 
jority of these engines are passenger and 
road engines.

Mrs. Bonine gave one hasty look 
at the pictures as they were held by 
one of the attorneys, but she quickly 
turned her head and gave them no fur- 
ther attention.

The witness said there were powder 
marks on the breast and arm wounds, 
but none on the thigh wound.

Describing the 
condition of the corpse when he found 
it, Mr. Schoenberger said the arms were 
drawn up in front of the face. 

“In order that the stenographer may 
describe the posture,’’ said Mr. Gould, 
“I suppose there will be no objection to 
his noting that the attitude was one of 
defense.”’ 

“We do object most decidedly,’’ respond- 
ed Mr. Douglass. 

The court agreed that the description 
would be improper, and it was decided 
that he should say that the arms were 
placed as if shielding the face. 

On cross-examination the witness said 
that when he entered the room where 
the killing occurred he saw several empty 
cartridge shells in the slop jar and had 
also seen some shells and cartridges on 
the trunk and on the washstand.

Swore Ayres Was Sober. 

Michael Hogan, 58 years old, who said 
he had been a police judgetin New York, 
and who was one of the party out with 
young Ayres the night of his death, was 
called whbn'Mr.*Burns was excused.

Columbus, Ohio, November 26.—The su- 
preme court today allowed the motion of 
Mayor Tom L. Johnson, of Cleveland, for 
leave to file a petition in mandamus 
against the state board of equalization of 
railways, compelling it to reassess the 
railroad property of the state as a valu-

Johnson wants railroad valua- 
tions increased so as to bring them up to 
a 60-cent basis, or to about $366,000,000, in- 
stead of about $117,000, 000.

Well-Known Traveling Salesman 
Convicted of Embezzlement, 
Raises Half the Amount 
of His Fine, but Cannot 
Secure Balance.

Americus, Ga., November 26.—(Special.) 
E. L. Heys, a formerly well known trav- 
eling salesman for Whitley Grocery Com- 
pany of this city, today surrendered 
himself to Sheriff Bell and will serve a 
term of twelve months for embezzlement. 

At a previous term court the Whitley 
company prosecuted Heys for embezzle- 
ment and upon conviction the defendant 
was sentenced for,a misdemeanor upon 
the recommendation of jury and required 
to pay a fine of $1,000 or serve a year’s 
imprisonment. 

Heys appealed the case to the supreme 
court, which tribunal in a recent decision 
sustained the sentence of the court be- 
low. 

In the meantime, Heys had raised half 
the amount of his fine but, failing to 
secure the remainder, he surrendered 
himself to the sheriff and is now in fail 
preparatory to being sent to the chain- 
gang. 

Heys is widely known throughout 
southwest Georgia, and his unfortunate 
predicament has aroused much sympathy 
for himself and family. 


EDUCATION OF THE NEGROES. 


Striking Facts Relating to Missis- 
sippi Are Shown. 

Jackson, Miss., November 26.—(Special.) 
The fact that the negroes in Mississippi 
are striving for an education is striking- 
ly set forth in the vital statistics for the 
public school session of 1900-1901, just com- 
piled by Superintendent of Education 
Whitfield. 

The total enrollment of the schools for 
the session was 387,488 pupils, as against 
359,546 for the session of two years ago, 
an increase of 27,942, and of this increase 
15,978 were negro pupils and 111,964 whte 
pupils. Of the total enrollment 179,142 
were whites and 208,346 were blacks, the 
latter forming about 56 per cent of the 
total school enrollment. The government 
census of 1900 credits the negro in Mis- 
sissippi with forming 59.1 per cent of the 
total population, and on the face of these 
figures it is very evident that the negro 
is taking advantage of the educational 
opportunities offered, although, as a rule, 
they do not remain in school for any 
length of time, and very few of them com- 
plete the common school course. 

The average daily attendance at 
Schools was 227,99, against 200,826 two 
years ago, an increase of 27,169. It is 
rather singular that there should be but 
little difference in the increase of total 
enrollment and the increase of average 
attendance. The negro’s proportionate 
increase of average attendance is some- 
what larger than that of the whites, and 
the showing of both races is rather poor 
as compared with the enrollment, the fig- 
ures showing that an average of 159,493 
pupils who are enrolled do not regularly 
attend school. : 

The public schools employ 8,515 teachers 
as against 7,442 two years ago, an increase 
of 1,073, indicating that there has been a 
large increase in the demand for peda- 
gogues. The average salary patd white 
teachers is $30.44 per month ageinst $30.49 
two years ago, an increase of 15 cents per 
month, Negro teachers are paid an aver- 
age of $19.39 per month against $19.59 two 
years =~ 8 Ne qgtoe— te of 20 cents.

Home Demolished and Mrs. 
Powell Instantly Killed 
by Whitecaps. 


KILLING WITNESSED 
BY FIVE CHILDREN 


Father Attacked Marauders and 
Beat Them Off—Many Were . 
Recognized in the Bright 
Moonlight and Ten Are 
Now in Jail. 


Columbia, 8S. C., November 26.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Particulars of the murder of Mrs. 
Rachel Powell, alias Thomas, by white- 
caps, in the mountains of Oconee county, 
17 miles from a telegraph office, wee re- 
ceived here tonight. 

Ten young white men, mostly well con- 
nected, are already in Oconee jail, while 
warrants are being issued for others. 


Unfortunately for the marauders, the 
moon was very bright and many were 
recognized by Wesley Powell, who es- 


caped. 

Powell and the woman who was killed 
were under indictment for adultery. Mrs. 
Powell was § years old. They had five 
children, who witnessed the killing of 
their mother. 

According to Powell’s sworn statement, 
late Sunday night a crowd came to his 
house. They had tools of all descriptions 
and proceeded to tear down the house. 
They demolished the chimney, tore off 
the roof and had attacked the walls 
when he came out, 

The first four men he saw were recog- 
nized as the Hudson boys. He attacked 
them with a piece of plank and knocked 
Money Hudson down. 

About this time Mrs. Powell came to 
the door and the crowd fired on her. She 
fell, shot through the heart. The crowd 
then fied. 

Three of the Hudsons were arrested 
2% miles from the scene of the crime, 
just as they were preparing to cross 
over into Georgia. The fourth was 
captured near Walhalla, and the one 
Powell said he had struck showed the 
mark of the blow. The other prisoners 
are named Robertson and Sentnell. The 
Hudsons are sons of a substantial citi- 
ven of the county and a confederate 
soldier. 

This is the second woman ever killed 
in that section and the mountain people 
are very highly wrought up over the af- 
fair.

MUST MOVE OUT 


Decision Rendered by Supreme Court 
in Church Case. 


MATTER OF LONG STANDING 


Part of Congregation Set Up for 
Themselves a New Creed and 
Ousted Other Members. 
Dropped Name Baptist 
for New Orne. 


Jackson, Miss., November 26.—(Special.) 
The supreme court of Mississippi has de- 
clared that it exercises no ecclesiastical 
jurisdiction and cannot undertake to in- 
terpret what constitutes the doctrine of 
any creed or denomination. The declara- 
tion is made in the celebrated case of Mt. 
Helm Baptist church v. C. P. Jones, the 
faith cure pastor of the congreation. 

While denying its own right to inter- 
pret Baptist doctrine, the supreme court 
holds that it has authority to settle de- 
nominational controversies on the points 
of law involved. 

Jones and a majority of the flock oust- 
ed a minority of 160 members who de- 
sired to clirfg to the old Baptist faith, 
and sét up for themselves a new creed 
known as “the Church of God, Taberna- 
cle of Christ.” 

At a meeting of the new congregation a 
resolution was adopted repudiating the 
word ‘“Baptist,’’ and all other religious 
principles of other creeds and denomina- 
tions, and adopting a new creed modeled 
along the principles laid down in a book 
written by Jones and called “Truth,’’ the 
substance of which is an advocacy of the 
faith cure doctrine. 

Chief Justice Whitfield read the opinion 
of the court, in which he declared that 
Jones and his followers no longer had 
any right to hold the church property 
after they had abandoned the name and 
faith of the Baptist church, as the prop- 
erty had been donated specifically for the 
use of the Baptist congregation, and the 
new church organization is distinct and 
independent from that faith. He there- 
fore reversed the decision of Chancellor 
Conn, reinstated the injunction of the 
minority congregation and handed down 
a decree outsing Jones and his followers 
from the property. 

This brings to an end the bitter contro- 
versy that has been in progress for more 
than two years.

Gerardy, violincellist, and Herbert With- 
erspoon, basso-cantante, being the artists 
of the evening.

Commenting on the consolidation: of 
the railways in the northwest, and 
speculating as to the outcome, Henry 
Watterson, in The Louisville Courier-

he does, but for what is in his power 
to do, and says: “Mr. Morgan and his 
associates are not oppressors, but who 
can say what will be the disposition 
of the men who come after them?” 
The trusts have broken away from 
all control. A few years ago a presi: 
dent elected on an anti-trust platform 
appointed a corporation lawyer attor- 
hey general, and not once during the 
administration was any action taken 
to stop the drift toward corporate mo- 
nopoly. The succeeding administra- 
tions were notoriously under the influ- 
ence of corporate interests and noth- 
ing was expected of them. The coun- 
try has stood, so to speak, with its 
hands folded and _ seen gigantic 
‘deals consummated until now the 
trusts of one sort and another 
‘are all-powerful. If Governor Van 
Sant and tfiose who are acting 
successful in  ob- 
taining a decree of court, it will not 
ichange matters. The lawyers can find 
.& way out of almost any difficulty. 
When owners of rival interests decide 
to act in harmony it is very difficult 
to make them do otherwise. A trust 
company takes charge of the securi- 


=> —ties of both and that settles it. 
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As Watterson says, the public is 
mainly concerned, not so much with 
what these corporations are doing as 
with what they can do and with what 
they may do in the future. 

Viewed in that light, it takes no 
alarmist to see that the situation is 
fraught with the gravest danger. Not 
only can cities be made or unmade and 
private enterprise be strangled, but 
the courts, congress and every branch 
of the government can be brought al. 
most completely under the domination 
of these corporations. The republica 
party is now so completely conteelied 


a by such interests that the idea that 
4 this {is a government of the people, by 
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; ‘time we have called the attention of 


the people and for the people is large- 
ly a dream—largely a “make believe.’ 

The talk of governmental contro! of 
trusts is fol-de-rol. It is asking the 
trusts to control themselves. Not 
until the people*vecome aroused, not 

ntil they are “fired with the true revo- 
ary spirit as the people of Geor-. 

a were fired in the days of the Yazoo 
raud, will they be able to cope with 
the new power in government—the or- 
ganized trusts controlled, advised and 
managed bv the shrewdest financial 
and legal ability in the world. 

Such movements as that of Govern- 
or Van Sant will stop the big deal no 
more than chaff impedes the wind. 
Not until there is another Andrew 
Jackson in the white house will the 
real contest take place between the 
people and the trusts.

Not Superseded Yet. 

For some time it looked as if the 
horse was to be retired before the ad- 
vancing popularity of bicycles and 
automobiles, but the situation is now 
beginning to look more hopeful for 
the horse, and there seems to be no 
immediate cause for alarm. Says The 
Philadelphia Times: 


Not or vears has there been such a de- 
mand for horses or better prices for good 
animals. When the transportation sys- 
tems of the cities were changed and thou- 
sands of horses were thrown upon the 
market it was freely stated that the no- 
ble animal had had his day, and so great 
was the effect that many farmers and 
breeders stopped raising horses. Then, 
when the bicycle became unlversal, aroth- 
er wave of prophecy against the horse 
Swept over the country, with like effect. 
Following this came the automobile, and 
the prediction of a horseless age was in 
the mouth of everyone. The explanations 
were verv reasonable. People would trav- 
el by machinery, and they would not need 
horses. The multiplication of trolley Nnes 
and the noise and swiftness of the auto- 
mobiles would make driving too dangerous 
for the average family. All the circum- 
Stances and expectations were against the 
use and future of the horse, 

But in spite of these things the horse 
has come to the front again. Recent wars 
have shown that man cannot irake much 
brogress without him. The bicycle corps 
and the mechanical wagons and the road 
eneinas are all right for some purposes, 
but when an army has to move over a 
rough country. when quick work js to be 
done, and where reliability is required, 
the need of the horse or mule is absolute, 
and thus we have the British army au- 
thorities purchasing all over the world 
animals for South Africa. 

That. however, does not aceount entire- 

lv for the revival of the horse, People 
have found that neither the trolley, the 
bievcle nor the automobile yield those 
nleasures which come from driving. There 
is a iov in handling the reins which is 
never known to the man who simply 
moves the lever. There is an intelligence 
in the animal which can never exist in 
machinery, however perfect, and there is 
a reliability about the horse which is un- 
known to the motor vehicle. 
Instead of superseding the horse, it 
is likely that modern mechanical con- 
trivances will accomplish the result 
of finding new uses to which the horse 
can be put. Certainly the horse will 
never be superseded so long as the 
spirit exemplified in our recent horse 
show is abroad in the land. 
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Fraud in Woolen Goods. 
The Philadelphia Times makes the 
following rather remarkable §state- 
ment: 
While the country rolls and lolls in the 
lav of prosperity the American consumer 
is evervwhere buying shoddy cloth which 
is valmed off for wool. 
Our Philadelphia contemporary as- 
serts that not only is our own supply 
of rags, chips and other textile debris 
exhausted, but enormous quantities of 
shoddy are imported and made into 
cloth which seven-eighths of the peo- 
ple are forced to wear. The wool 
grower finds his product is not in such 
demand as should exist, because the 
manufacturer can work up the shoddr 
at a greater profit.

His Life Spanned a Wonderful 

Century. 

In St. Louis last week there died a 
man who, as an apprentice under 
George Stephenson, helped to build 
the first locomotive ever constructed. 
His name was John Lawson and he 
was born in 1805. 

What wonderful progress in the 
world’s achievement that man saw in 
the span of a lifetime! We look for- 
ward to the twentieth century with 
great expectations, but the inventions 
and discoveries of the nineteenth con- 
stitute an amazing record. 

Captain Lawson saw the locomotive 
displace the stage coach; saw the 
ocean greyhound take the place of the 
sailing ship; saw the invention of the 
telegraph, the laying of the cables and 
the development of e¥ectricity in all 
its countless forms. He saw the 
birth of other wonderful inventions, 
the improvement of still others, and 
beheld the strides of science until now 
the human eye, looking through a 
great telestope into the far depths of 
space, can distinctly see a world in 
process cf formation—the first faint 
dawn of ; creatign. } 

Contenplating ¢ ,e achievements of 
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the last century, and expecting still 
greater things of the century that lies 
before us, the imagination is lost in 
wonder as to what may be the out- 
come. The improvement of existing 
inventions is, of course, assured. But 
what new things shall we look for? 
One of the greatest advances will be 
in the matter of transportation. Two 
hundred miles an hour will not be too 
much to expect of the next hundred 
years, and with such speed as that and 
with such other inventions as are 
likely to come, the twentieth century 
will no doubt soon come to be very 
patronizing toward the boasted nine- 
teenth and will vote it not so very 
fast after all. 
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Educating the American Indian. 
Secretary Hitchcock, in his annual 
report of the interior department, 
strongly opposes giving the Indians 
the benefits of higher education. Un- 
der existing circumstances he con- 
tends that instruction in the elemen- 
tary branches is all that the American 
redskins need, unless exceptions are 
made of some few individual cases. 
Inquiry into the habits of the In- 
dians in the western reserves shows 
that laziness is the predominant vice 
of most of them and that laziness is at 
the bottom of the passion for gaming 
which they have lately developed 
Being too fond of ease to purchase a 
livelihood at the cost of manual labor, 
they prefer to make what they can at 
the gaming table. Indolence seems to 
be characteristic of the great major- 
ity of the red men in the west and 
what they need is educational disci- 
pline of such a kind as will inspire in 
them a love of industrial pursuits 
Secretary Hitchcock thinks that high- 
er education is’ the last thing to be 
thought of in connection with them, 
and he says that if they are ever made 
self-sustaining and independent it 
must be accomplished through the me: 
dium of practical methods of educa, 
tion. : 
According to the secretary’s report, 
the Indians on the western reserva- 
tions are more like helpless, over: 
grown children than the sturdy war- 
riors which they once were. What- 
ever the cause of this deterioration 
may be, we owe it to the race to give 
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them all the help within our power, 
but the help which we give them 
should be on the line of enabling 
them to help themselves. 


Diseases Fatal to Americans. 

On the. supposition that Philadel- 
phia is an average American city with 
respect to health conditions, it will 
be interesting to examine the figures 
for some particular week, showing the 
number of deaths and the various 
causes of complaint. In this way 
some approximate idea may be gained 
of the conditions which prevail in 
other cities, and at the same. time 
some light may be thrown upon the 
question as to which diseases are most 
fatal to Americans. 

Taking the week ending at noon on 
last Saturday, November 23, it ap- 
pears. that the total number -of 
deaths in Philadelphia from _ vari- 
ous causes was 442. This state- 
ment should be taken in. connec- 
tion with the > fact that Philadel- 
phia’s population is approximately 
1,000,000. Given in alphabetical order, 
the various complaints which proved 
fatal during the weék and the number 
of deaths credited to each are as fol-- 
lows: Apoplexy 23, asthma 2. cancer 
15, casualties 14, childbirth 2, cirrhosis 
of the liver 6, consumption of the 
lungs 46, convulsions 10, croup 4, de- 
bility 10, diabetes 2, diphtheria 13, 
heart disease 41, erysipelas 2, fever 6, 
inanition 11, inflammation of the brain 
12, inflammation of the bronchial tubea 
§, inflammation of the kidneys 17, in- 
flammation of the lungs 64:intlamma- 
tion of the pleura 2, indammation of 
stomach and bowels. 15, marasmus 9. 
old age 12, pa” ,sis 6, rheumatism 2, 
smallpox. 7, suicide 2, uremia and 
whoor'ag cough 1. 

© -om this table it appears that the 
wost fatal complaints among the peo- 
ple of Philadelphia are inflammation of 
the lungs, consumption of the lungs, 
heart disease and apoplexy. These 
are no doubt the most fatal complaints 
throughout the country at large. 

Some idea of the medical skill which 
is now being eMployed in the treat- 
ment of malignant diseases is shown 
from the fact that out of 104 cases of 
diphtheria there were only 13 deaths, 
out of 96 cases of scarlet fever only 2? 
deaths, out of 33 cases of typhoid fe- 
ver onlv 1 death, and out of 46 cases 
of smallpox only 7 deaths. Formerly 
it was almost certain death to be 
seized with any one of the above 
named maladies, but today, through 
the multiplied agencies which medical] 
science has brought into use, the ter 
rors with which such diseases were 
once invested have been largely over- 
come.

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THE LAW SCHOOL BILL. 


Judge Emory Speer Comments Upon 


the Legislative Measure. 

Bditor Constitution: Constant judicial en- 
gagements have prevented me from availing 
myself of your obliging invitation to state 
in The Constitution the ebjections of Mercer 
university to the pending bill to subordinate 
school of that institution to the state 
poard of legal examiners. This bill, nominally. 
is to have a wider effect. Its actual effect, if 
enacted, if not its sole purpose, as very well 
understood by those who are familiar with 
the situation, wijl be as stated. 

There are now two systems of admission 
to the bar in Georgia. The first in order of 
antiquity and popularity with the parents and 
students is the law school, The second, a very 
recent creation, is the state board of examin- 
ers. : 
Under the one system the student passes an 
entire academic year in actual attendance 
on the university. He is in daily association 
with one or more of the professors and with 
Other students both in the law and literary 
departments. He enjoys all of the inspiration 
and generous rivalry which has for eenturies 
been ascribed by ‘the wise and learned to 
university life. I cannot speak personally of 
other law schools, but I know that at Mercer 
the days of the students are devoted to study. 
As in the day, the professors themselves are 
actually engaged either in the administration, 
or in the practice of the law, in the evenings 
we have the recitations and lectures. I do 
not believe that there is in the United States 
more conscientious or earnest work by students 
and professors than may be seen in the law 
department of this great Baptist college. The 
students are very generally young men of little 
financial means. They often make great sac- 
rifices and borrow money to take the one-year 
course. Often have I known poor but sturdy, 
self-reliant ani ambitious sons of Georgia fami- 
lies of slender means, to study by day and 
night, the ‘‘native hue of resolution sicklied 
o’er with the pale cast of thought,’’ stand 
their final examinations with great credit, 
and when their diplomas have been won and 
bestowed amid all the glories of commence- 
ment day, their last dollar had been expended 
and the clerk of the courts where I preside, in 
the kindliness of his heart, would give a cer- 
tificate of admission on credit. But they had 
become well-grounded lawyers. In a short time 
after their graduation again and again in 
fais forensic fight have they unhorsed and 
rolled in the dust of the court room some of 
those who now loudly clamor for their exclu- 
sion from that honorable arena. 

By the system of the state examining board 
there is not only no fixed period of study, but 
the examination it seems to me is almost me- 
enanical. It must bg begun and completed 
in one day. The examiners are never brought 
in contact with the student. They are not 
permitted to know him. It provides that each 
applicant shall sign his examination paper by 
number, and in a sealed envelope accompany- 
ing said paper shal] state the number he has 
adopted, so that his name shall not be known 
until after the board of examiners have passed 
upon the question of his admission or rejection. 
It is true that this provision for secrecy is 
modified by another provision of the statute, 
for it also stipulates that each applicant before 
presenting his application to the judge shall 
remit to the chairman of the board of exam- 
iners the sum of $15 and receive a receipt 
therefor. This financial transaction might serv« 
to identify an applicant and relieve the weird 
spell of anonymity, especially when, as I learn 
is not infrequently the case, there is but a sin- 
gle applicant for admission before that honor- 
able board. 

The recommendation by the bar association, 
whose report is the basis of the Ellis bill, is 
that this law shall remain unchanged. It 
matters not how short a period he may study 
or under what influence, provided the numeri- 
cal applicant stat nominis umbra can cram on 
the necessary topies and pass this examination, 
he must be admitted. At the same time the 
resolution, and Mr. Ellis, demand that the 
students of Mercer university who have in 
good faith devoted a year of anxious and 
laborious preparation with all the assistance, 
advice and counse] of their professors, all of 
the object lessons of the courts in daily ses- 
sion, all the inspiration of the university in its 
every department, have stood their examination 
and received their diplomas, must now under- 
go the same examination with its added an- 
noyance, inconvenience and cost, or else must 
study another year at Mercer with double ex- 
pense on student, parent or guardian, under a 
curriculum to be approved and therefore pos- 
sibly dictated by this same examining board. 
This discrimination, palpably unfair, would have 
a substantial effect as class legislation. It 
offers the premium of an indefinite period of 
study and but one examination to the student 
before the state board, and imposes on the 
student in the law school the penalty of double 
examinations, by the law faculty and by the 
state board, or the alternative penalty of a 
two years’ course te the student, coupled with 
the loss of institutional self-respect to the 
law school to result from actual and legal sub- 
ordination to members of the bar who may rot 
surpass its faculty in professional standing or 
public esteem. 

I am, however, very happy to know taat the 
scheme has by no means the unanimous suprort 
of the high-minded, scholarly and generous na- 
tures who stand at the head of the Georgia ber. 
I observe in the printed report of the debate 
on this subject in the bar assocfation that the 
noble gentleman and high-minded lawyer, Jo- 
seph R. Lamar, himself a member of the state 
beard of examiners, and also one of the law- 
yers selected by the general assembly to codify 
the laws of the state, declares that the grad- 
uate of the law school with a diploma should 
not be expected to pay any other fee to the 
state examining board. He further de lares: 
‘I do not think the board of examiners ought 
to be allowed to fix a course fcr the Uuiversity 
of Georgia or any other sister col'ege. The 
faculties would properly, I think, object to 
any such superyision."’ ‘t is interesting to 
observe that Mr. Chappell exciaimel] in reply: 
‘I desire to say as a member of the com- 
mittee that if the motion propose] by Mr. La- 
mar is adopted it will defeat tne whole pur- 
pose.’’ This avowal of Mr. Chappell is in- 
deed unequivocal. Contradiction would seem 
impossible, and it thus seems logical to con- 
clude from this disclosure from a friendly 
source that the ‘‘whole purpose’’ of the move- 
ment is to exact an additional fee from the 
student of the law school for the benefit of the 
state examining board, and to empower that 
bedy to dictate to the faculties the eurriculum 
and studies in which they must conduct their 
pupils. There was moreover jresent sat this 
debate one whose counsels the avsegoctation 
might well have heeded. The sens'bilities cf 
three generations of Georgians have ieen 
kindled by the poetic fire, charmed by the 
playful humor, ‘broadened by the gen «rous 
humanity and guided by the scholarly wi:dom 
and philosophy of the now venerable ex «*hief 
Justice Logan E. Bleckley. He, like the vast 
majority of the students in our law schools, 
was the son of a Georgia farmer. He cau- 
tioned the men who were madly rushing 
through this hasty, ill-considered resolution, as 
I believe and declare cruelly unjust to the am- 
bitious youth of the state. He said: ‘I want 
to draw the attention of this distinguished 
body to the fact that there are two methods 
of legal education—one is culture and the 
other is cram. Culture is to be derived from 
the law schools. Cram will prepare one for 
the examination. Now we must recog- 
nize that there are two ways of preparing 
men for admission to the bar. Let a man 
qualify himself to go through one of the doors, 
ard do not make him turn back and go through 
the other one. If you make it necessary for 
the céllege student to stand the examination 
for admission, you make him go through both 
doors, while the office student only has to pass 
through one.’’ 

There are many other considerations against 
this injurious measure. They are mainly pre- 
sented in the memorial] of the trustees of the 
Mercer university to the general assembly. It 
is, however, true, I think, with Georgians 
who are disinterested that little need be added 
to the opinions of such men as Joseph R. 
Lamar and Logan E. Bleckley. Indeed the 
case of the Mercer law school against this bill 
is simply unanswerabie. I have heard many 
kigh-sounding platitudes about elevating the 
standard of admission to the bar. There are 
much more certain ways of accomplishing this 
result than by choking off from its opportuni- 
tles our young countrymen who have the hon- 
orable ambition to share the honors and emolu- 
ments of the profession.

Johore Bharu.—I am writing this let- 
ter on the desk of the sultan of Johore, 
his private desk in the palace here at the 
capital of his kingdom. The sultan is 
not here, but his chief datto has been 
showing us the sights and extending to 
us true Malay hospitality in a way that 
would greatly please his majesty, who is 
the real thing in the monarch line.

The suitan of Johore is the only inde- 
pendent monarch in this: particular neck 
of the woods. Where on earth is Johore? 
you are asking. Take your atlas of the 
world, run your finger through India, 
down across the Burmah frontier and 
you come to the Malay peninsula. If 
your map is a small one, you will think 
that peninsula a small affair; but it 
isn’t. Coming on down, there is a long 
stretch of country comprising Malay 
states tributary to Siam; then come five 
states under British control which, taken 
together, are known as the Malay Pro- 
tected States. These are Perak, Selangor, 
Pahang,Negri Sembilan and Sunge! Ujong 
and Jelebu. The latter form one state. 
The total area of these states is about 
30,000 square miles. They are ‘‘protected” 
because they are under the protection of 
the government of Great Britain, the ex- 
act relationship I have not yet been able 
to fathom. 

South of these protected states, at the 
extreme end of the peninsula, is Johore. 
This is the southernmost point of what 
is generally called the eastern half of 
India, but that is hardly a correct de- 
scription, for, unless I am much mis- 
taken, India proper stops at the southern 
border of Burmah. Adjoining Burmah is 
Siam.

I'm 
ahead of the game, too, in more ways 
than one. 

Early Rise at Singapore. 

We left Singapore, a dozen of us, at 
half past 7 o'clock this morning. It was 
hard pulling to get up in time for break- 
fast aboardship at half past 6, but we 
made it all right, and by half past 7 had 
crossed the 3 miles of bay that lay be- 
tween us and the town, had “‘rickshawed” 
to the Raffles hotel and were atarted on a 
gharry ride. which was to carry ug to 
Kranji, a small town on Singapore 
island, across the strait from Johore. 

It was a beautiful ride through country 
apparently carried to its highest possi- 
bilities in the way of cultivation. I was 
especially impressed by the large fields 
of pineapples—fields that stretched away 
from the road on both sides, just as cot- 
ton fields do in middle Georgia. This was 
the first time.1 had seen whole fields of 
pineapples. At other places 1 have seen 
them growing in small patches, as if in 
gardens. 

The gharries in which we Tode are 
queer looking box-like carriages to ac- 
commodate four people, but with about 
half enough room for two. -The driver 
sites on a Little seat that looks exactly 
like a four-legged stool for a very small 
child or a good sized doll, this placed out 
almost over the back of the small pony 
who furnishes the motive power. These 
ponies are wonders. They are Tittle 
larger than Shetlands, but they are capa- 
ble of some rather wonderful things in 
the travel line, Some of them are beau- 
tifully marked creatures, perfect picture 
ponies. 

Rushed Along by Relay. 

Half way of our 14-mile drive we came 
to a relay station. We had ordered our 
traps the night before so the relay ponies 
might be sent on ahead. The change took 
but a few minutes, and we went trotting 
on to Kranji, which we reached about 10 
o'clock. | 

There is nothing at Kranji except sta- 
bles and a lorfg iron pier for fort passen- 
gers, which runs out several hundred feet 
over the water. The view from this is 
one of real beauty. 

The StrAit of Johcre, which runs north 
of Singapore, maxing it an island, is 
about 2 Imiles wide—a beautiful, smooth 
stretch af water dotted over, as it was 
today, by the picturesque and inevitable 
sampans.* Directly opposite us rose the 
mosque on the most prominent point in 
sight. Near this. almost entirely conceal- 
ed in trees, was the sultan’s palace. In 
the far distange, to the right, a range 
of mountains lent a striking background 
to the acene. 

The ride across in sampans was as 
pleasant as a ride across the water 
could be. We landed -at a point some 
distance to the east of the mosque. Here 
we are at the edge of the business part 
of town and within a stone’s throw of 
the Johore hotel—the Johore “Rest 
House’ it was formerly called, but is 
now given the most dignified appellation. 
I am sorry for the change, for “Rest 
House’ sounds more primeval and roman- 
tic. 

After. getting our bearings at the hotel 
we turned ourselves over to the tender 
mercies of rickshaw boys who were ahout 
as stupid as any we had found. They 
were the inevitable Chinese; and we were 
to find that the Chinaman is as much in 
evidence in this capital city of Johore 
as in Singapore itself. 

Took a Look at the Tiger. 

Our boys took us first to see’the sul- 
tan’s tigers. This royal gentleman is one 
of the world’s greatest sports and he 
glories in the. possession of shooting pre- 
serves that all the potentates of EBu- 
rope envy. These preserves are primeval 
jungle filled. with big game in its natural 
state—elephants and tigers and all the 
other kinds of jungle-folk whom Mowgli 
knew and loved. The tigers we saw 
had been captured by the sultan and his 
bea 


especially 
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ties. There were also several} other 
varieties of jungle citizens whom it would 
be well to fight shy of at night 

These tigers were by all odds the finest 
specimens I have ever seen, Compareg 
with them, the menagerie specimens are 
small and mangy and Scrawny. Real 
lords of the jungle these; great and 
strong and filled with supreme contempt 
apd hatred for all mankind—a’ contempt 
and hatred they evidenced by spitting 
and snarling and growling at us, 
us to give them half a show at liber. 
ty and giving fair warning of our fate 
in case we came near the great, strong, 
magnificent paws stretched out toward 
us. One great fellow with a Seven-timés 
record as a man-killer lay Stretched gg 
his back, his front legs folded acroas 
his heart, his hind ones reaching to the 
top of the cage which was all too small 
for him; and as he looked out of the tops 
of his eyes at us I knew he was meagur. 
ing the vengeance he will wreak for his 
confinement once he gets out. If he 
ever does, I will dejoice at being many 
thousand miles from Johore. | wouldn't 
mind exchanging jobs with the sultan 
so long as that fellow is kept in Cap- 
tivity; but with the possibility of” his 
escape—well, the tigers along Pennsylya- 
nia avenue and the lions one sees from 
the capitol press galleries are good 
enough, or bad enough, for me. 

Next, the Beautiful Gardens” 

From the tigers we turned our atten. 
tion to the beautiful gardens of the Istana 
or palace and then we were carried 
through to the mosque. Here We went 
against the real thing in Mohammedan 
etiquette. At Calro there has been such a 
steady influx of the tourist class that the 
old rules have been loosened and the 
barbarian visitor to any of the mosques 
is allowed a compromise with his dig- 
| mity; here there are no prayer slippers 
to be put on over shoes, but he who 
would tread the sacred ground must doe 
so in the stockinged feet. The array of 
stockings and socks in our party was 
most interesting. I can bear testimony 
that since Jerry Simpson has been rete. 
gated to the privacy of Medicthe Lodge, 
members of congress do wear socks; the 
style he attempted to set is no longer 
popular; I can also testify to the neces- 
sity in some quarters of a darning bee~— 
but I’m not here to tell tales out of 
school. The bright red of my own foot 
covering, when set upon the delicate 
pinks of the mosque’s marble flooring 
made a combination that ought to have 
shocked the sensibility of the young fol- 
lowers of the prophet who showed us 
through, but because of the “red” which 
is so loved by Mohammedans the world 


and explanations upon my ears. 

“Wasted” is the correct word. He was 
very talkative, but the only words I. 
could understand were ‘Islam’ and “Jae 
hore,"’ though I pretended otherwise. Thy 
mosque is modest and simple when com- 
pared with the great temples of Mo- 
hammed All and of Sultan Hassen at Cale 
ro, but it is a very handsome bullding 
for Johore, 

On the outside it is a pale blue and 
white, Inside it is a great, rectangular, 
cathedrallike auditorium with a lofty, 
vaulted ceiling and a floor of exquisite 
marble in delicate pinks and blues. Op 
posite the entrance, in the direction of 
Meeca, stands the tall, brass reading 
desk from which passages from the Koraa 
‘are droned out during service, and above 
this is a clock. A cynical congressman

ant for long, Gull sermons. 

The reading desk, a great brass brasier 


that hang from the ceilings in two tlerg 
are the only articles in the mosque worthy. 
of special note. Indeed, there is notix 
ing else. There are no seats in the tem 
ples of Mohammed. Worshippers stand, 
or, when at their devotions, bow and fall 
upon their knees. Their heads are covets 
ed, but their feet are bare. 

It is expected that these latter are cleat, 
as well. Underneath a marble veranda 
like appendage out in front of the mogque 
there is a pool of water in whieh the 
faithful bathe their faces and their feet. 
before entering within the hallowed pfe-. 
cincts. The ones we saw there were not 
troubling their faces much, but they 
were scrubbing their feet with commend+ 
able enthusiasm. ;

TWENTY-SIX CASES 
AGAINST COAL MEN 


Police Make Second Raid Against Coal 
Dealers in City. 


FAILED TO WEIGH WAGONS 


A WNumBer Have Already Been 
Fined—Law Requires That the 
Coal Wagons Must Be 
Weighed Once a 
Week. 


The police made a second raid on the 
coal dealers in the city yesterday for 
failing to weigh their wagons once a 
week on the public scales. Twenty-six 
cases were made by Officers Bone and 
Fogg. 

About a- week ago a dozen Cases were 
made and nearly all the defendants 
pleaded guilty to a violation of the law 
under a misapprehension and paid the 
lowest fine under the city ordinance, 
which was $10 and costs.

Mr. Heard at first objected to the pub- 
lication of anything in reference to the 
cure. He said that he was not sure of it. 
As he has now been cured since April 15 
he feels fully assured that the cure is 
permanent and has withdrawn his objec- 
tion to the publication o fthe details of 
the case. He says that in the interest of 
humanity he thinks that this cure should 
be given publicity so that others who 
have suffered as he has may take ad- 
vantage of the cure. 

The facts in the case have been in the 
possession of The Constitution since June 
last, but owing to the uncertainty of 
Mr. Heard as to the permanency of the 
cure and the great respect which all the 
physicians who knew of the case have 
maintained for tie far-famed code of 
medical ethics, it has been impossible to 
present the facts fully and authoritative- 
ly until the present time.

CONVENTION WILL BE 
HELD AT THE KIMBALL 


One Mile of Modern Roadway Will 
Be Constructed’ on the Old 
Soldidfs’ Home Road. 


The chamber of commerce is making 
active preparations for the Good Roads 
convention, which will meet Wednesday, 
December 11, and last until December 13. 

The details of the programme are not 
vet complete, but will be, announced at an 
early date, 

The feature of the convention will be 
the practical demonstration to be made 
on the Soldiers’ home road. It is ex- 
pected that fully a mile of modern road- 
way will be constructed. 

“The purpose of the Good Roads conven- 
tion is to afford opportunity to those in- 
terested in the building and improve- 
ment of roads, to discuss various meth- 
ods and policies, and to study the actual 
operation of modern road-making ma- 
chinery. 

The work of the convention will be 
greatly facilitated through the coopera- 
tion of the National Good Roads Asso- 
ciation. A train load of modern road- 
making machinery, accompanied by the 
Officials of the national association and 
experts appointed by the government, 
will reach Atlanta on the morning of De- 
cember §. Practical operations on the 
Soldiers’ home road will be started im- 
médiately. This work will be in progress 
throughout the entire week and will have 
reached its most interesting stage by 
the dates of the convention; though, to 
those interested in roadymaking, these 
practical demonstrations will be of espe- 
cial value from the- very beginning.

Adjournment Was Taken Before the 
Measure Was Voted Upon—Res- 
olution Providing for Pur- 
clase of Digest of Re- 
ports Failed. 


In order to dispose of as much busi- 
ness as possible before final adjournment 
the house, beginning today, will hold two 
sessions each day. 

A resolution providing for both morning 
and afternoon sessions was introduced 
yesterday morning by Mr. Hardwick of 
Washington, and was unanimously 


adopted. 

Today the house will meet at 9 o’clock 
and the morning session will end at 1 
o’clock—the usual hour. The afternoon 
session will last from 3 to 5 o’clock. 

When Mr. Hardwick's resolution was 
introduced, Mr. Wight of Dougherty, pro- 
posed an amendment providing that the 
afterncon session not’ bec@me of force 
until Monday. The amendment was vot- 
ed down, however, and the resolution 
was then adopted by a viva voce vote. 

In proposing the resolution Mr. Hard- 
wick said; 

“If we expect to dispose of even the 
bulk of the business now before this 
house it will be absolutely necessary for 
us to get down to hard work at once, 
I have no recollection of a time when 
the business wag in a mcre congested con- 
dition than at‘present. I am informed 
by the clerk that there are more than 
two hundred general bills on the cal- 
endar yet to be reached, beside a ntim- 
ber of local measures,” 

Soldiers’ Home Bill Up. 

The bill by Mr. Gary, of Richmond, pro- 
viding for an appropriation to rebuild, 
establish and maintain the new soldiers’ 
home was read for the third time and 
put upon its passage.yesterday, Consid- 
erable argument was had on the measure 
and adjournment was taken before the 
bill was voted upon. It may come up 
again today as unfinished business. 

Early in the session Mr. Gary asked 
unanimous consent to take up the Dill 
and put it upon its pasgage.. There was 
no objection, so at 12:20 o’clock the paper 
was read again and Major Gary took 
the floor to urge its adoption, 

The bill provides for the appropriation 
of $19,560 and such other unexpended bal- 
ance as may be on hand to be’ used in 
rebuilding the home, and the further 
sum of $20,000 to establish, furnish and 
maintain the new home for 1902, 

Mr. Gary presented a strong argument 
to show the necessity for the appropria- 
tion. After he concluded Mr. Kelley of 
Glascock offered an amendment cutting 
down the $20,000 appropriation to $16,000, 
Mr. KeNey declared that there were men 
at the home who wanted to leave, get 
their pensions again and take up their 
residence outside the institution. 

“No later than this morning,’ said 
he, “I talked with a gentleman who is in 
the home, and he told me he would in- 
finitely rather have his pension restored 
and be allowed to leave the home. He 
said there was confusion, discord and 
disagreement at the home and he did 
not care to stay there any longer. I 
have here a petition sigmed by thirty-five 
inmates of the home who express a de- 
sire to leave.” 

Will Not Buy Indexes, 

Several hours of the session were con- 
sumed by a debate on tha Slaton resolu- 
tion which provided that the governor 
be authorized to subscribe for 600 coples 
of the index digest of Georgia reports 
arranged by Judge Howard Van Epps, 
cf Atlanta, and Jutige John W. Akin, of 
Cartersville, to be distributed among the 
public officers of the st&e.

Georgia and Auburn Te Meet at Bris- 
bine Tomerrow. 


ODDS FAVORING AUBURN 


Indications for Athens Are En- 
couraging, Showing a Spirit of 
Determination in the Geor- 
gia Team Never Be- 
fore Seen. 


Followers of Auburn and Georgia will 
fill Brisbine park tomorrow afternoon 
as the park has not been filled in years. 
The indications are that Alabama will 
send almost as many people to Atlanta 
to seé the great football game as Georgia 
will turn out and that between the two 
states a great throng of, noise makers 
will be furnished for ‘the afternoon. 

Both teams are now in shape for the 
struggle. The final preliminary work has 
been done and the players are eagerly, 
anxiously, awaiting the lineup and the 
sound offthe whistle which will send the 
men skimming, bucking and dodging over 
the gridiron. The backers of both teams 
are sanguine and the Georgian who does 
not predict the success of his team is 
no more loyal to his colors than is the 
Alabaman who does not wager his all 
on the success of the Auburn boys. 

With the outsider, however, the boys 
from the cotton state are the favorites. 
The team is a trifle heavier than the lads 
from Athens. Then, too, it is said by 
those who have seen the two teams work 
that there is more genuine good team 
work among the Alabamans than there 
is among the Georgians, The Alabama 
players are confident. There is not the 
slightest suggestion of a doubt as to the 
result apparent with the members of the 
team or their backers. The Georgians are 
free from nervousness. Some members 
of the team are said to have expressed 
a doubt as to the result. Should this be 
true the man carrying that impression 
should be barred from the team before 
it goes upon the grounds. 

The records made by the two teams 
Shows an advantage for Auburn, but 
records do not always win a game. 

Georgia, this year, has been defeated by

Vanderbilt by a score of 41 to 0; by Se- 
wanee by a score of 40 to 0; by David- 
son by a score of 16 to 5 and by North 
Carolina by a score of 27 to 0.

Auburn has lost to Nashville by a score 
of 29 to 5; to Vanderbilt by a score of 
40 to 0; to North Carolina by a score 
of 10 to 0. Auburn has won from Ala- 
bama by a score of 17 to 0 and from 
Montgomery Athletic Club by a score of 
28 to Uv. 

Notwithstanding the records given Geor- 
gians are found, in great numbers, too, 
who have pinned their faith to the Athens 
boys and who will risk their roll. on the 
game. They will be there with ribbon 
te canes, ribbons hanging in profus- 
10n from their coats. a s 
lungs and loud ea  orhegggee a 
Georgians along. If loyalty to Athenians 
can count for An¥ thing the Alabamans 
will find themselves up against a hard 
proposition when the game opens at 2:30 
o'clock tomorrow afternoon. 

A special train will bring the university 
in full force from Athens tomorrow morn- 
ing. A special car will be attached to 
the train for the: members of the team. 
At the unfon depot there will be a great 
crowd to greet the Georgians and every 
care and attention will be shown the play- 
ers from the minute they leave the train 
up to the time théy buckle on their har- 
ness for the great contest of the year. 

The Alabama boys will come in the 
morning and will be greeted by their 
supporters with the same enthusiasm the 
Georgians will meet. 

The lovérs of the game, the followers of 
the two teams are now using paper and 
pencil trying to figure out the winner of 
the great contest and give reasons to 
support their views. 

Another day and the game will be a 
matter of the past.

Georgia Boys Practice. 

Athens, Ga., November 26.—(Special.)— 
The prettiest football practice seen on 
the alumni field this year was put up by 
the university team yesterday ‘afternoon. 
Under the direction of Coaches Reynolds, 
McKee and Love, the ’varsity eleven and 
the scrub team were put through two 
hours of snappy work, the result raising 
the expectations and hopes of the Geor- 
gia rooters quite materially. The ’varsi- 
ty team in its work against an unusually 
strong second eleven did magnificent 
work. 

The team work by the boys in whom 
Athens places her hopes was far superior 
to any previous showing ‘this year. The 
interference was formed quickly and was 
impregnable when once in motion. The 
line seemed to have attained a stiffness 
and strength in marked contrast to the 
poor defense previously put up. But 
more significant than any evidence of 


mechanical improvement was the spirit | 


of determination which pervaded the men. 
in their work. They went about their 
task with a do-or-die air which promises 
trouble for Auburn. The scrubs were 
overwhelmed by ‘the cyclonic, irresistible 
rushes of the @varsity, and were unable to 
gain any appreciable distance when the 
ball was put in their possession. 

There is a possibility that Captain Rid- 
ley will be able to get in the game Thurs- 
day. A special brace is being construct- 
ed for his wrenched knee and, if he is 
able to play, Georgia’s chances will be 
greatly increased. As an end Ridley is 
unsurpassed in the south. He was Geor- 
gia’s only ‘representative on the all- 
southern team last year and fully de- 
served the honor. His work in the Au- 
burn game last Thanksgiving will be re- 
membered by all the spectators of that 
contest as one of the most brilliant exhi- 
bitions of the year. Ridley played great 
football this year till he was injured in 
the game with Clemson. In case he is 
able to get into the game he will play 
quarterback on the offensive and, when 
Auburn has the ball, will play left end. 

The following individual criticism will 
give a good impression of the personnel 
of the team: 

Harold Ketron, 1903 law, will be found 
at center, and his previous work at the 
keystone position warrants the belief that 
he will be more than a match for his 
opponent from Alabama. His aggressive- 
ness and disposition to fight for every 
inch of ground have made him one of the 
most popular players on the team. His 
lack of weight is his chief fault. Ketron 
is from Clarkesville, weighs 160 pounds 
and is 5 feet 8 inches in height. 

Sandy Beaver, 1903, of Augusta, is be- 
yond peradventure the star of the line. 
This is his first year at football, but he 
is a natural athléte and was captain of 
the baseball team last spring. He is 
possesséd of the same spirit which char- 
acterizes his side partner, Ketron, being

“Irish’’ is a 
midget in size, weighing 118 pounds and 
standing 5 feet 4 inches in his stockings. 
Marion Dickinson, 1903, of LaGrange, Is 
the steadiest, most reliable player on the 
team, and is rarked by competent au- 
thorities as one of the greatest athletes 
the university has produced. He {fs placed 
in the ‘Hall of Fame’ with Nalley, 
Blanch, Lovejoy, Cothran, Tichenor, 
Jones, Walden, Kent and McIntosh as an 
all-round athlete of the finest sort. He 
is one of the best amateur baseball play- 
ers in Georgia, and has been elected cap- 
tain of the 1902 team. His work as a foot- 
ball player is of the highest type, and 
were there ten more ickinsons on the 
leam Georgia would easily be the cham- 
pion of the south. ‘“Dick’’ weighs 150 
pounds and is 5 feet 7 inches in height.

New York, November 26.—Amalgamated Cop- 
per went through varied movements in today’s 
stock market and finished unchanged from 
last night. The course of this stock was a 
pretty accurate index of the general market 
throughout.

@vidend on Amalgamated Copper. The recov- 
evy in the stock was 1 spite of the sharp 
break in the price of raw copper in London, 
following some recent speculative buying in 
that market. A feature of the check to tre 
recent advancing tendency of the market was 
the docrease in activity. ‘oday’s transac- 
tions were about half a million shares less 
than those o: yesterday. The unsett'ing in- 
fluence of the apparent demoralization in 
Amalgamated Copper was supplemented to a 
sharp recovery in foreign ex- 
change, which awakened some renewed ques- 
ticning over the resources of the morey: mar- 
ket for the remainder of the year. The les- 
sened supply of exchange is doubtiess due lo 
the completion of realizing on/ what might be 
called speculative purcnases of exchange which 
have been recently made. Rut a reaciion in 
steriting exchange in Paris and the advance 
in discount rates, and in the price ot gold in 
London indicated the possibility of.a resump- 
tion of the conditions which caused the recent 
outflow of gold. An advance of 7 points in 
General Electric, the strength of Sugar and 
Manhattan, and the hgaviness of Kaltimore and 
Ohio and St. Louls and San Francisco were 
notable.

Miss Ford’s Lecture. 


The home secilence section of the At- 
lanta Woman’s Club furnished ite mem- 
bers the best of entertainment and in- 
struction Monday in the lecture by Miss 
Ford on the model school. The club is 
much interested in this subject, which 
it has deemed one of the best methods 
of educating the people in rural districts, 
where advantages for culture are im- 
possible and -such is their belief in the 
efficacy of such a school that they have 
been able to secure the establishment of 
one a@ at experiment in Georgia. Miss 
Ford’s studies and information. along ed- 
uc&tional and industrial lines make it pos- 
sible for her to speak authoritatively on 
the subject and she was heard with at- 
tention and pleasure. 

In describing the need for such an in- 
stitution she said: :

| that their aspirations must be satisfied 


in the development of the possibilities in 
that work and in thé material lying all 
about them, and their inspiration ob- 
tained in the doing of that work in a 
better and more artistic manner rather 
than in an escape to what they imagine 
are better of pleasanter conditions. The 
need of bringing this aspiration and in- 
spiration to the isolated and discouraged 
farming communities has long been rec- 
ognized by thinking men and women over 
the land and any student of conditions in 
the scuth must recognize the evén more 
urgent need here where the isolation 
and discouragement in the rural sections 
are 80 much greater because the condi- 
tions growing out of the race question. It 
is upon the women and children that the 
monotony, the drudgery and the lack of 
opportunity bear most heavily—the men 
can run away from them sometimes.”’ 

The model school which may better ru- 
ral conditions, she speaks of as follows: 

“It is to be permanently located in 
some community and used as a center 
from which shall radiate the inspiration. 
the instruction, the enthusiasm and the 
concrete example which shall create this 
desire for broader outlooks and better 
conditions of living and furnish the 
means by which these desires are to be 
realized. 

“In this school are to be taught the 
usual subjects taught in any public 
school, presumably by better teachers 
and in a better manner than in any other 
school, else it would not be a model 
schoo]; manual training with special ref- 
erence to using the products of the im- 
mediate neighborhood and of the state, 
home science with reference to health- 
fulness and economy in the preparation 
of available foods, easier and more com- 
fortable household management and bet- 
ter ganitary conditions in and around 
these homes, domestic art or sewing 
with reference to greater skill in needle- 
work and larger intelligence with regard 
to textiles and the development of any 
particular talent which pupils may have 
in this direction; all the teaching to be 
done in such a vital way as to open the 
blind eyes and unstop the deaf ears to 
the possibilities within and the opportu- 
ities without and to make every one 
within the influence of the school more 
efficient and useful members of society. 
The advantages of this method are a 
very direct and positive influence on the 
immediate neighborhood in which the 
school is located and the possibility of 
@ wrong basis or with the slum element 
predominating.”’
